Friendship 


I  have  been  asked  to  give  a  definition  of  friendship,  and  I  believe  that  this  is  an  impos- 
sible task  for  any  one  man  to  do.  We  have  only  to  look  at  the  stacks  of  books  that  deal 
with  friendship,  and  we  can  see  that  it  varies  greatly  from  individual  to  individual. 

Friendship  is  not  only  an  experience  of  doing  things  together,  but  it  is  also  an  emo- 
tional relationship  between  two  individuals.  It  is  not  something  that  happens  over  night, 
but  it  grows  slowly.

The  academic  year  1973-74  was  filled  with  several  new  happenings,  not 
only  on  our  campus,  but  throughout  the  world.
